The  Forty  separate  themselves  from  the  crowd 
a?id form  a  semi-circle ,  each  number  being  displayed  on  a  belt ,  from 
one  to  forty ,  when  the  robbers  who  have  their  dresses  concealed, 
open  their  traveller's  cloaks. ) 

To  pay  for  what  we  take  is  needless  fuss, 

That  which  belongs  to  them  belongs  to  us. 

Things  straight  are  wrong — the  line  of  beauty’s  curved, 
Isn’t  it  Hassarac  ?  Soft,  we  are  observed. 

(The  Robbers  break  suddenly  into  dance ,  through  which  runs  the 
chorus  of  “  The  Same  Old  Game .”  Movements  of  Abdallah 

and  Hassarac.  At  end  of  dance  they  mingle  with  the  crowd \  and 
Ali  Baba  appears  from  his  stall) 


Ali  Ill  luck  as  usual.  There,  it’s  no  use  trying  ; 

I  go  on  selling,  no  one  goes  on  buying. 

Ganem,  my  boy,  trade’s  very  flat. 

Ganem  (advancing)  Yes,  rather. 

Ali  We  may  as  well  shut  up,  boy. 

Ganem  All  right,  father. 


(Stall  closed.) 


Ali  Reduced  to  chopping  wood  and  cutting  sticks, 
Fortune  has  played  your  parent  curious  tricks. 

Our  landlord  wants  his  rent.  I  don’t  complain ; 
But  we  must  move. 

Ganem  Yes,  cut  our  sticks  again. 

Ali  For  wares  like  mine  folks  go  to  other  sellers. 

But  trees  when  felled - 

Ganem  Know  you’re  the  best  of  fellers . 
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Ali  Ganem,  my  boy,  draw  near. 

Ganem  I’m  drawing. 

Au  Good ! 

I’ve  a  design. 

Ganem  Then  cut  it  on  the  wood. 

Ali  The  very  notion  that  was  in  my  head. 

Ganem  Well,  that  material  might  be  used  instead. 

Ali  At  early  dawn  we’ll  seek  the  forest  track,

{Abdallah  and  Hassarac,  who  have  been  loitering  and  listening , 
have ,  during  this  last  speech ,  taken  the  opportunity  of  depriving 
Ali  and  Ganem  each  of  a  pocket-handkerchief- — now  required  and 
anxiously  sought  for  to  conceal  their  emotion.  With  sympathetic 
courtesy  they  are  returned  by  the  Captain  and  his  Lieutenant \ 
Abdallah  gives  back  handkerchief  to  All) 

Abd.  Excuse  me.  Is  this  your’s,  sir?  Red  and  yellow ; 

Has.  Dropped  this  I  think  (returning  handkerchief  to  Ganem). 

Ali  and  Ganem  ( together )  A  very  civil  fellow. 

Abd.  I  thought  it  must  be  your’s  beyond  a  doubt. 

Has.  You  should  take  care,  so  many  rogues  about. 

Ali  (to  Ganem)  Though  Cassim’s  rich  for  aid  I  can’t  rely  on  him. 

Abd.  (to  Hassarac)  Rich  is  he,  Hassarac  we  must  keep  our  eye 
on  him. 

(Abdallah  and  Hassarac  withdraw  and  observe.)

(  Cogia  and  Cassim  go  to  the  stalls  and  maize  purchases ,  of  which 
they  are  quickly  relieved  by  Abdallah,  Hassarac  a?id  the  Forty 
Thieves ,  who  contrive  to  relieve  the  wealthy  buyers  of  a  large 
amount  of  portable  property.) 

Ali  Oh  !  Ganem,  Ganem,  feelings  I  must  smother, 

How  glad  I  am  you  never  had  a  brother ; 

At  Cassini’s  house  I  never  meant  to  call, 

But  this  is  the  unkindest  cut  of  all. 

Ganem  Oh  !  dad,  they  are  like  those  dinners  that  we  owe, 

Ali  What  means  the  boy  ? 

Ganem  Why  stuck  up  things~you  know. 

(Morgiana  crosses  to  them.)

Ganem  Uncommon ! 

Ali  No,  keep  your  necklace  child,  while  I  can  work,  I 
Wouldn’t  take  your  trinket  for  all  Turkey. 

{Love passages  between  Ganem  and  Morgiana.) 

(Music.  “  Tancred i.”  Enter  the  Cadi  of  Bagdad  with  Tirkish 
Guards .  A  proclamation  in  Turkish  characters ,  posted  in  the 
Marketplace.  Su7iset  effect  now  apparent.) 

Cadi  Attend  all  ye  in  market-place  collected, 

See  that  your  goods  are  properly  protected. 

Whereas  from  information  we’ve  received, 

A  band  of  robbers — forty  it ’s  believed; 
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Have  lately  plundered  various  Turkish  stations, 
And  otherwise  committed  depredations, 

We  must  on  all  such  doings  put  a  stopper. 


(Abdallah  and  Hassarac,  during  this ,  plunder  both  Cadi  and 

Guards .)

Cassim  Help  IVe  been  robbed. 

Omnes  Those  precious  Forty  Thieves. 


All  appeal  to  Cadi  and  the  Guardsy  while  Abdallah,  Hassarac, 
and  the  Forty  arrange  for  departure. 

Air — “  What  do  you  take  me  for  V* 

(1 Chorus  only.) 

Omnes  Here  take  up  every  countryman, 

And  find  what  he  has  been  at ; 

Do  they  take  us  each  for  simpletons, 

And  think  to  catch  a  flat  ? 

It  seems  we’ve  all  been  clearly  done; 

By  robbers  of  this  set 

Who  now  at  last  take  off  themselves 

With  everything  they  get. 

( Cadi  and  Guards Jiustled  oft.  Ali  and  Ganem  dance j?ff  on  one 
side  with  love  adieux  to  Morgiana  who  goes  off  on  the  other 
with  Cogia  and  Cassim,  while  Abdallah  and  Hassarac  have 
the  audacity  to  jom  in  the  general  dance  to  the  very  last ,  when 
scene  cha?iges  to ) 
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SCENE  II. 

The  Divan  of  the  Genii. 

(Eureka,  Chief  Peri  and  attendant  Peris  discovered .) 

Eure.  While  gloomy  night  around  us  still  holds  sway, 

Here  sisters  dwell  we  in  perpetual  day ; 

In  this  bright  region  pass  a  peaceful  time, 

No  shadow  cast  by  sorrow,  nor  by  crime, 

All  is  so  bright  around  when  we  are  near, 

Dark  forms  of  Genii  never  can  appear. 

Invocation.  — Eureka  . 

Air. — “  Silver  Threads  among  the  Gold.” 

Sister  Peris  here  behold 
Danger  threatens  as  foretold. 

Shine  upon  us  with  a  ray, 

Clouds  dispelling  far  away. 

Come,  my  sisters,  fair  to  see, 

Come,  and  give  your  aid  to  me. 

( The  rest  of  the  Peri  Sisters  respond  to  the  summo?is.) 

Eure.  But  where  are  those  we  have  summoned  to  our  tent, 
Who  Truth  and  Fortitude  should  represent. 

(Veracita  appears.) 

Eure.  Here’s  Truth  at  last. 

Verac.  I  hope  if  last  not  least, 

Truth’s  difficult  to  get  at  in  the  East. 

Eure.  Where’s  Fortitude? 

(Fortitudina  appears .)

I  am  here  arrived  with  these 
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Brave  British  sailors  from  the  Polar  Seas. 

Eure.  Why  ye  were  summoned  hither  well  you  know. 
'Truth  To  stop  some  mischief  going  on  below. 

Eure.  Truth  there  is  spoken,  every  one  believes. 

Fort.  And  Fortitude  has  heard  of  Forty  Thieves. 

They  laugh  at  law,  at  punishment  they  scoff. 
'Truth  Yes,  even  with  their  booty  stealing  off. 

Eure.  Exactly,  but  we  have  learned  their  whole  resources 
Thanks  to  the  chief  of  our  detective  forces. 

Their  cavern  is  protected  by  a  Djinn, 

A  magic  watchword  lets  the  captain  in. 

Who  knows  that  talismanic  exclamation, 

Becomes  the  master  of  the  situation. 

Fort.  But  where  is  he  who  use  of  this  can  make  ? 

Eure.  I  will  unfold  the  plan  I  mean  to  take. 

One  Ali  Baba  here  in  Bagdad  dwelling, 

Goes  forth  at  dawn  some  timber  to  be  felling. 

When  in  the  forest  with  his  faggots  got, 

As  Dragon  Fly  I’ll  lure  him  to  the  spot. 

There  shall  he  learn  the  robber’s  words  of  wonder, 
Explore  the  cavern  and  secure  their  plunder.

This  girl  with  needful  attributes  endow, 

From  Dreamland,  see  I  bring  her  to  you  now. 

Appearance  of  Morgiana  from  Dreamland \ 

Morgi.  Oh,  what  delicious  dreams  in  sleep  I’m  taking, 
There  really  seems  no  hurry  for  awaking. 

I  am  only  a  poor  slavey,  pray  don’t  knock ; 

Do  let  me  sleep,  please,  just  to  six  o’clock. 

Eure.  Know,  Morgiana,  you  are  in  Spiritland, 

With  fairy  helps,  called  Peris,  near  at  hand. 

They  will  assist  you  in  the  work  before  you. 

Morg.  I’m  very  much  obliged,  ma’am,  I  assure  you. 
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Eure.  How  kind  you  are  we  all  of  us  have  heard, 

But  more  attractions  shall  be  here  conferred. 

With  air  that  breathes  enchantment  Peris  fan  her. 

To  charms  of  person  add  a  grace  of  manner  ; 
Prudence  and  courage  to  fulfil  your  task, 

And  shrewdness  all  deception  to  unmask. 

{Music,  a?id  effect  shown  of  the  power  of  the  Peris.) 

Morgi.  New  faculties  of  hearing,  touching,  seeing  ! 

Why,  Morgiana’s  quite  another  being. 

I  feel  as  if  I  had  left  my  situation, 

And  had  a  twelvemonths’  finishing  education. 

I  really  think  that  I  could  speak  grammatically, 

And  sing,  I  shouldn’t  wonder,  operatically. 

Song. — Morgiana. 

Air. — Grand  Sccna ,  “  Romeo  et  GuillettaS 

Oh  !  who  would  not  dream  through  the  darkness  of  night. 
If  Fancy  created  such  worlds  of  delight. 

While  music  around  us,  weaves  magical  spells, 

The  sleeper  in  Dreamland  delightedly  dwells. 

{At  end  of  song  Morgiana  goes  hack  to  her  cloud  car.) 

Eure.  Our  plan  works  well  and  now  in  dulcet  numbers, 
Woo  Morgiana  back  to  dreamless  slumbers. 

Morgi.  Do  let  me  go  on  dreaming  as  at  present, 

Its  only  waking  up  that  seems  unpleasant. 


And  Scene  closes. 
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SCENE  III. 

The  Date  Tree  Grove. 

( Melodramatic  Music.  Enter  Ali  with  large  Chopper ,  o.  P.  Looks 
anxiously  round  to  discover  the  path ,  and  is  at  last  satisded  that- 
he  is  on  the  right  track.) 

Ali  Ah  !  there's  the  forest  which  provides  our  load, 

Come  along  Ganem,  this  way  lies  the  road. 

( Enter  Ganem  with  small  axe}  o.  p.) 

Ganem  A  road  that  lies  and  goes  on  without  ending, 

Appears  to  me  a  road  in  need  of  mending. 

An  Boy,  where's  the  Donkey? 

Ganem  Oh,  he  waits  my  whistle, 

I  left  him  yonder  dining  off  a  thistle. 

A  graze  will  do  him  good,  he's  not  built  fleshily. 

Ali  He’s  always  grazing - 

Ganem  Grazing  shins  especially. 

Ali  Ah,  that  reminds  me,  when — no  not  when —  Why,  3 
But  can  you  guess  conundrums  ? 

Ganem  Well,  I’ll  try. 

Ali  Why  can  a  woodman  never  go  astray  ? 

Because  he  always  can  inquire  the  way. 

Ganem  If  that’s  a  riddle  then  it’s  very  bad. 

Ali  I  know  I  thought  it  funny  when  a  lad  ? 

Ganem  You  havn’t  got  the  proper  answer  quite. 

Isn’t  it  something  about  axing  ? 

Ali  Right ! 

Of  course,  that’s  it,  he  “  axes  ”  to  be  sure. 

Ganem  Well  don’t  you  axe  conundrums  any  more. 

But  come,  takes  too  much  time  that  Donkey’s  feed  does! 
We  don't  get  dinners  on  the  cheap  like  he  does. 
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Now  then  Mokanna,  if  you’ve  dined  we’re  ready, 
Quicken  your  pace  a  bit,  sir,  “  Gee  up,  Neddy.” 

( Illustrative  Music .  Business.) 

(Enter  Mokanna  the  Donkey ,  o.  p.) 

Ali  Bless  his  old  heart  he  tries  to  do  a  trot, 

Of  all  my  friends  the  only  one  I  have  got. 

Ganem  His  playful  ways  may  seem  to  need  correction, 

But  that’s  his  way  of  showing  his  affection. 

( Tricks  of  Donkey.) 

Ali  Who  could  speak  harshly  to  a  creature  mute  ! 

Now  will  you  come  along,' you  stubborn  brute  ! 

( More  tricks  of  Donkey.) 


Ali  This  Eastern  Question’s  settled  by  one  blow. 

(Donkey  turns  the  reverse  way.) 


Is  that  your  Ultimatum,  I  would  know  ! 

Ganem  Til  threaten  him,  if  you  cause  all  this  bother, 

We’ll  sell  you  Dobbin,  and  we’ll  buy  another. 

(Donkey  evidentty  don't  believe  it.) 


Trio. — Ali,  Ganem,  and  Mokanna. 
Air.  —  “  The  Two  Obadiahs.”

Enter  Cogia  Baba  and  Cassim  Baba 
followed  by  Black  Boy  bearing  hamper  of  provisions  for  Pic-nic) 

Cogia  This  is  the  place  a  Pic-nic  to  enjoy, 

Under  the  date  trees  spread  the  cloth  my  boy. 

( Business  of  Pic-nic.) 

Only  to  think,  its  just  seven  years  to  day, 

Since  we  were  married,  how  time  runs  away  ! 

Cassim  And  so  does  cash.  You  buy  rich  silks  and  choose 
them, 

And  then  you  like  a  stupid  go  and  lose  them. 

Cogia  I  wouldn’t  lose  the  things  on  purpose  would  I! 

If  thieves  did  steal,  I  couldn’t  stop  them  could  I! 
Cassim  I  gave  the  money  for  the  dresses  bought. 

Cogia  And  all  the  money  that  you  gave  I  brought. 

But  where’s  our  slave  ?  If  near  I’d  have  a  shake  of  her, 
She’s  altered  so,  I  can’t  tell  what  to  make  of  her. 

(. Expressive  Music.  Morgiana  enters,  her  movements  nolv  grace¬ 
ful  and  her  manner  much  more  dignified.) 

Morgi.  How  soft  the  air  !  how  balmy  is  the  breeze. 

Cogia  Come  Morgiana,  help  me  out  with  these. 

{Taking  Beef  and  Jar  labelled  “  Pickles  ”  from  Hamper.) 
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Morgi.  Why  should  we  wake  !  how  crushing  is  reality  ! 

Pickles  profane  this  picturesque  locality. 

Here  I  could  dwell  with  rapture  on  each  leaf, 

And  ne’er  ask  bounteous  nature  for  cold  beef. 

( The  rest  have  now  sat  down  and  began  to  eat .  Black  Boy  at 

distance . ) 

Cog  I  a  Whatever  ails  the  girl.  Be  moving  faster, 

Here  take  this  plate  o’  victuals  to  your  master. 

(Morgi  an  a  crosses  and  rhapsodises  in  centre ,  holding  plate  before 
delivering  it  to  Cassim.) 

Morgi.  A  lump  of  mutton  and  a  crust  of  bread, 

Is  it  with  this  immortal  man  is  fed  ! 

Cassim  Come  Morgiana,  I  say,  this  won’t  do. 

Morgi.  I  thought  it  would’nt,  slice  ma’am,  number  two. 

(Hands  plate  to  Cogia  for  more  meat .  Business.  Cogia  to 

Morgiana.) 

Cogia  In  washing  up  the  plates  you’ll  find  employment. 

Wait  till  we’ve  done,  now  this  I  call  enjoyment ! 

Cassim  But  then  for  all  there’s  such  a  Meal  to  pay. 

Cogia  You  grow  more  avaricious  every  day, 

The  wealthiest  man  in  Bagdad,  and  not  any 
Have  seen  you  give  in  charity  a  penny. 

Cassim  Get  all !  Give  nought !  a  Turkish  maxim,  which 
Explains  the  secret  of  becoming  rich. 

Morgi.  (with  plate)  How  wonderful  is  art!  what  time  to  make  it, 
And  yet  one  little  moment  serves  to  break  it. 

(Drops  plate  which  breaks .) 

{Hurried  Music.  Business.  Cogia  rises  to  correct  Morgiana, 
when  Donkey  returns  rapidly  across ,  chasing  Black  Boy  op,  Ali 
and  Ganem  return.)

(fairy  Music .  Appearance  of  Eureka  and  attendant  Peris  who 
are  picturesquely  grouped  among  the  trees l) 

Eure.  Where  no  strange  footstep  has  been  seen  before, 

In  this  wild  place  the  thieves  their  plunder  store. 

Be  mine  the  task  to  bring  yon  woodman  to  it, 

To  learn  the  robber’s  trick  and  how  to  do  it. 

Two  words  unclose  the  cavern  of  the  band, 

Which  must  be  overheard  ;  you  understand  ? 

(Assent  of  Peris.) 

Now  will  I  lure  him  from  his  occupation, 

To  Dragon-Fly  assist  my  transformation  ! 

(Peri  attendants  wave.  Disappearance  of  Eureka.  Large  Dragon- 
Fly  seen  to  cross  in  direction  p.s.,  and  Peris  vanish . 

Enter  Ganem  rapidly ,  p  s. 

Ganem  I  thought  I  had  it ;  oh,  what  splendid  wings. 

Ali,  who  has  a  gourd  for  drinking  slung  across  his  shoulders ,  runs 
on  chasing  Dragon  Fly  bcfor  e  him . 

Ali.  Oh,  Ganem,  here’s  the  curiousest  of  things. 

I’ve  caught  him — no  I  haven’t — gone  I  vow  ! 

(Dragon-Fly  disappears  at  tree.) 

Why  here’s  a  place  I  never  saw  till  now. 

How  I  have  ever  missed  it  seems  a  puzzle. 

The  donkey’s  loaded  right  up  to  the  muzzle. 

But  from  these  trees  some  blanches  we  must  get. 

Ganem  Leave  me  to  lop  them,  father — not  tired  yet. 
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( Pantomime  Music .  Ali  tries  axe.  Finds  it  blunted ’  sharpens  it 
with  stone.  Tries  it  again.  Unexpected  sharpness  su?prises  him , 
and  Ali  and  Ganem  begin  to  hew  opt  a  bra7ich  of  tree  near 
centre.) 

Capital  wood  for  chopping  !

Don’t  hollo,  boys,  but  draw  it  very  mild. 

Don’t  make  a  noise,  extremely  cautious  pray  be, 

They  do  look  awfully,  awfully  wicked  and  wonderfully  wild.

( March  of  the  Forty  into  ca  vern  with  their  plunder  accompanied  by 
Abdallah  and  Hassarac.) 

Oh  !  I’m  so  frightened. 

I  feel  timid,  rather. 

Don’t  knock  your  knees  so  much  together,  father. 

If  they  should  spy  us  ! 

Hush  !  I  hear  a  clattering  ! 

They  are  coming  back.  Do  stop  your  teeth  from 
chattering. 

(March  resumed ,  aud  Abdallah,  Hassarac  and  the  Forty  return 
from  cavern.)

Cogia  Dear  brother-in-law,  how  glad  I  am  to  greet  you. 

And  little  Ganem,  too,  my  nephew  dear. 

Morgi.  Ah  !  now  things  very  different  appear. 

Cassim  How  did  you  manage  up  this  wealth  to  pick  ?

Cogia  Whatever  does  he  mean  ? 

Ali  You  utter  something  and  down  goes  the  screen. 

Cassim  A  something? 

Ali  Yes,  if  you  say —  (whispering  to  Cassim.) 

Cassim  Ah ! 

Cogia  (ofiering  to  participate  but  thrust  aside)  With  pleasure. 

Ali  The  cavern  opens  and  reveals  its  treasure, 

I’m  going  to  bring  the  Donkey — come  along. 

Cassim  And  I’ll  wait  here  to  see  there’s  nothing  wrong. 

(Music.  Ali  takes  off  Ganem,  Morgiana  and  Cogia  who  becomes 
very  affectionate  to  all.  Cassim  watches  them  off ,  then  with  melo¬ 
dramatic  action,  indicates  his  opportunity  has  arrived.) 

Cassim  “Open,  Ses — Sesame  !  ” 

(Gong  and  Cavern  opens) 
Bless  me  what  a  lot ! 

(Is  looking  into  Cavern  when  Abdallah  and  Hassarac  rapidly 
enter ,  followed  by  twenty  of  the  Robbers  at  back.) 

Abd.  Quick  Hassarac,  I,  my  scimitar  forgot.

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Ha  !  an  intruder  ?  this  plan  is  the  shorter, 

Cut  him  in  halves  and  give  the  knave  no  quarter. 

(Abdallah  obtavis  scimitar  from  cavern  and  the  rest  with  their 
sabres ,  chase  Cassim  round  stage ,  he  eventually  retreats  inter 
cavern ,  they  follow  and  instantly  return  with  his  body  cut  in 
half.) 

Abd.  Shut,  Sesame. 

(Gong.  Cavern  closes.) 

We’ll  nail  him  to  the  trees. 

Has.  It  likes  me  well  !  (Flourishing  sabre.) 

Abd.  No  more  such  knaves  as  these. 

(Rapid  Music.  The  two  divisions  of  Cassim  Baba  are  secured 
against  trees  on  each  side  as  a  terrific  warning  to  all  intruders , 
and  Abdallah,  Hassarac  and  thieves  then  rush  off.) 

(Quick  Music .  Ali,  Cogia,  Ganem,  and  Morgiana  return  ivith 
Donkey  prepared  for  load) 

Alt  What  sight  is  this  !  poor  Cassini’s  fate  decided  ! 

We  always  were  unhappily  divided. 

Morgi.  I  have  needle,  thread  and  thimble — ere  we  sup,

Enter  the  Gicards  and  the  Cadi,  o.p.,  followed 
by\crowds  of  the  inhabit ants  of  Bagdad  paying  great  respect  to  Ali 
Baba  and  Ganem,  who  enter  richly  attired,  followed  by  Morgiana 
brilliantly  arrayed  and  Cogia  more  humble .  Then  attendants

The  crowd  by  this 
time  quite  dispersed.  Ali  alone  on  stage  with  the  six  sample  oil 
jars.) 

Ali  Cassim’s  stitched  up  and  properly  directed, 

Doing  as  well  as  can  be  well  expected. 

Oh  what  a  change  is  this  in  our  condition ! 

I  fell  quite  lively  in  my  new  position. 

Song. — Ali.  Air,  Yokes' s. 

(  With  curious  accompaniments.) 

I  think  that  I  could  sing  a  little  song, 

I  haven’t  cut  a  caper  for  so  long ; 

When  riches  so  abound,  I  like  everybody  round,. 

To  feel  that  being  jolly  isn’t  wrong. 
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{Business.  Hassarac  returns  and  dances  oft  with  oil  jars.. 
Abdallah,  Morgiana,  Ganem  and  Cogia  return  from  house) 

Abd.  I  thank  you  kindly,  it  is  just  the  thing! 

Now  all  the  other  oil-jars  we  will  bring. 

{Exit  Abdallah.) 

(Morgiana  chalks  all  the  other  doors  thus  I.) 

Ganem  Why,  father,  did  you  have  this  useless  lumber  ? 

(Abdallah  returns) 

Abd.  {aside)  I  beg  your  pardon,  I  forgot  your  number, 

So  all  the  doors  are  marked,  I’ll  make  a  new  one. 

(Abdallah  makes  a  cross  on  Ali’s  door ,  which  is  imitated  by 
Morgiana  on  the  others.  Now  all  seem  to  be  chalked  thus  X) 

Morgi.  I  think  ’twill  puzzle  you  to  find  the  true  one. 

Abd.  Thank  you  again.  Good  day,  sir. 

{Exit  Abdallah.) 

Ali  Most  polite ! 

Ganem  My  Morgiana  doesn’t  see  it  quite. 

Cogia  I  will  prepare  the  court-yard  for  our  guest. 

Morgi.  Do  so,  and  leave  me  to  arrange  the  rest. 

{Music.  All  go  into  house  but  Morgiana  who  observes  at  side .. 
Abdallah  and  Hassarac  enter) 

Abd.  I  crossed  the  threshold  1  There  was  no  mistake, 

But  on  each  door  a  cross  I  didn’t  make. 

I’ll  chalk  instead  this  time  a  good  round  O , 

Off  to  the  Band  and  bring  them  hither  !  Go. 


{Exit  Hassarac.)^

Cogia  Ah  !  things  have  changed  from  what  they  used  to  be, 
Now  I’m  the  household  drudge  !  oh !  deary  me ! 

Once  I  came  down  arrayed  in  silks  and  lace,
